circles in Indianapolis of the advis­ 
ability

individual com m union 
cups, and n o w the Indiana board 
of health has taken the m atter up, 
a p p ro v in g the idea. T h e board has 


expressed itself very forcibly on the 
subject. 


A f t e r citin g the results of e x a m ­ 
inations conducted by D r. Charles 
Forbes, of the U nited States m a ­ 


rine hospital service, and Drs. A n ­ 
ders and Furbush, of Philadelphia, 
the form er s h o w in g contam ination 
both from the universal cup and 
the cloth in g, the latter revealing 
tuberculosis baccili, besides some 
pus stap hy lococci, 
pus and orla 
epithelium , the board approves the 


findings of these several in vestiga­ 
tors, and adds :

“ M a n y mouths are not on ly 
unclean, but are in an u nhealthy 
condition. 
A s k your dentist for 
inform ation.

about h o w he, every day, sees n e g ­ 
lected teeth, 
vitiated oral secre­ 
tions, diseased gum s, alreolar ab ­ 
scesses and p yo rrh ea .” 
T h e board urges the a d op tio n of 
the individuul cup by the church, 
w h ic h should be the leader in the 
application

T h e board also 
recommends

elers to carry individual cups w ith 
them . 
It also emphasizes the fact
